purpose of the raised rib is to facilitate total reflection of the incident light beam, it appears 
that the width of the raised ribs will be too large to render an accurate measurement of the 
underlying object. If the raised ribs are made thin enough in order to obtain accurate 
measurement of the underlying object, what appears at the upper surface of the graduated 
rule will be very fine light strips spaced with each other by dark areas. That is, the user 
hardly see anything underlying the graduated rule, such that the measurement cannot be 
performed using such graduated rule. 

There is thus no reasonable expectation of success of the combination of Lin, Kerry, 
Sr., Vitek et al. and Fisher; and therefore, the rejection over Claims 43-45, 48 and 49 are 
respectfully traversed. 

Claims 43-45, 48 and 49 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 3 and 8 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,799,379. 

A terminal disclaimer is respectfully submitted as attached. The rejections over 
Claims 43-45, 48 and 49 are thus overcome.
